Wilkinson  Says  Move 
Will  Raise  Standards  [ 

Change  Scheduled  for  Autumn  1960 

Brigham  Young  University  will  change  from  the  quarter 
system  to  the  semester  system,  beginning  September  1960,  it 
was  announced  today  by  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

^ec*s*on  *s  the  result  of  the  unanimous  recommenda- 
tion  of  the  Utah  Conference  on  Higher  Education  composed  of 
the  faculties  of  all  universities  and  colleges  in  the  state,  urging 
that  administrators  and  governing  boards  in  Utah’s  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  give  serious  consideration  to  adopting 
the  semester  system.” 

Gives  Change  Reasons 

According  to  President  Wilkinson  the  decision  of  the  BYTJ 
was  motivated  also  by  a desire  to  have  a more  realistic  rela- 
tionship with  high  schools,  all  of  whom  operate  on  a semester 
system. 

With  the  current  emphasis  on  advancement  for  the  talent- 
ed student,  more  and  more  of  them  will  be  graduating  at  mid- 
year. Under  the  new  plan  they  may  enter  the  BYU  immediately 
upon  graduation  rather  than  be  required  to  wait  until  the  open- 
ing of  spring  or  some  later  quarter. 

President  Wilkinson  pointed  out  that  58  per  cent  of  BYU 
students  come  from  without  the  state  of  Utah  and  that  in  other 
states,  notably  California,  there  are  already  thousands  of  stu- 
dents graduating  from  high  school  at  midyear.  He  thought  there 
would  be  a marked  trend  in  that  direction  in  Utah  in  the  future. 

The  move  will  bring  BYU  in  line  with  the  great  majority 
of  universities  in  the  nation,  President  Wilkinson  said.  He  said 
the  merit  of  the  semester  system  is  evident  from  the  fact  that 
82  per  cent  of  all  accredited  universities  of  the  country  operate 
on  this  plan. 

Trustees  Set  Date 

The  1960  date  was  set  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  because  an 
entire  year  will  be  required  for  revision  of  the  University’s 
curriculum.  All  courses  will  have  to  be  combined,  extended  or 
amended  for  the  two-term  system  rather  than  the  three-term 
system.  Present  juniors  and  seniors  will  not  be  affected.

Under  the  semester  plan,  the 
school  year  is  divided  into  two 
periods  from  mid-September  to 
the  end  of  January  and  from  the 
first  of  February  to  the  end  of 
May. 

The  system  will  allow  an  earli- 
er start  in  the  autumn  and  earlier 
graduation  in  the  spring  with, 
resulting  advantages  to  students 
in  employment  opportunities. 

The  quarter  plan,  now  in  use- 
in  all  three  universities  in  the 
state,  requires  late  autumn  regis- . 
tration,  about  October  1.  Also- 
winter  and  spring  quarters  force- 
school  into  the  first  week  of 
June. 

“The  experience  of  most  uni- 
versities has  demonstrated  that 
the  semester  plan  is  education-

‘ Versatile ’ Balladeer,  Guitarist 
To  Appear  at  Friday's  Forum 

William  Clauson,  Swedish-American  balladeer  and  guitar- 
ist, will  appear  Friday  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  at  10  a.m. 

Born  in  Ohio,  he  was  taken  to  Sweden  by  his  parents  at 
the  age  of  two.  He  entered  the  Boras  Conservatory  at  the  age> 
of  four,  the  youngest  pupil  at  that  school. 

Here  he  took  up  violin,  voice  and  composition.  He  soon 
showed  a love  for  the  guitar  and  took  it  up,  casting  aside  all 
the.  others. 

He  has  served  a tour  of  duty  in 
the  Army  Air  Corps.  In  1954  he 
made  a European  tour.  While 
there  he  was  the  only  American 
in  an  otherwise  all-British  cast 
of  “Wild  Grows  the  Heather.” 
He  speaks  six  languages  and 
sings  in  thirteen. 

New  sounds  and  songs  are  be- 
ing added  by  Clauson  every  day 
to  his  collection. . Some  of  the 
movies  he  appeared  in  were 
“Stars  in  My  Crown,”  “Louisa,” 
and  “You  Gotta  Stay  Happy.” 

He  recently  completed  a tour 
of  the  Far  East.  Other  countries 
he  has  traveled  to  are  Mexico, 
Spain,  Great  Britain  and  the 
countries  of  Europe.

ally  more  sound — it  facilitates 
the  achievement  of  better  aca- 
demic standards,”  President  Wil- 
kinson said. 


He  explained  that  it  provides 
the  presentation,  study  and  as- 
similation of  subject  matter  over 
a longer  period  of  time,  and  that 
longer  acquaintance  with  a sub- 
ject improves  the  understanding 
of  it. 


President  Wilkinson  asserted 
that  scholarship  will  be  served 
also  by  the  revision  of  the  entire 
curriculum  into  more  substantial 
courses.  “The  quarter  system 
breeds  the  fractionalizing  of  sub- 
ject matter,”  he  stated. 


“Because  of  the  short  period 
of  instruction,  many  subjects  are 
broken  down  into  little  special- 
ties and  the  curriculum  is  filled 
with  one,  two,  and  three-hour 
classes  which  sometimes  seem 
out  of  context  with  the  overall 
view  of  the  subject. 


“In  contrast,  the  semester  sys- 
tem, because  of  its  longer  period 
of  instruction,  requires  the  com- 
bining of  academic  studies  into 
solid  courses,  with  broader 
views,  more  credit  hours  per 
subject,  and  the  elimination  of 
fringe  courses.” 


In  this  regard,  he  pointed  out 
that  most  college  textbooks  are 
written  for  the  semester  system. 

The  change  also  was  prompt- 
ed greatly  by  the  simplifica- 
tion of  administration  and  reg- 
istration machinery  which  is 
accomplished  under  the  semes- 
ter plan.  Here  are  some  of 
these  advantages: 


1.  Only  two  registrations  in- 
stead of  three,  eliminating  many 
thousands  of  dollars  in  expense, 


Computing  Center 
To  Sponsor  Class 


A special,  non-credit  accelerat- 
ed course  in  familiarization  with 
the  International  Business  Mach- 
ines 650  Electronic  Computer  be- 
gins next  week,  according  to  C. 
Edwin  Dean,  director  of  the 
Computing  Research  Center. 

The  course  will  be  held  from 
3 to  5 p.m.  daily,  Feb.  23  to 
March  6,  in  room  214  Smith 
Family  Living  Center.  A labor- 
atory fee  of  fifty  cents  will  be 
charged  to  defray  costs  of  cards 
and  materials. 


Dean  said  the  special  course  is 
intended  primarliy  for  faculty, 
staff  members,  graduate  students 
or  others  who  have  need  for 
large  quantity  of  computation 
work  in  connection  with  re- 
search, theses,  etc. 


2.  Greater  ease  of  class  sched- 
ule planning  for  the  entire  year. 
Because  of  the  simplified  sched- 
ule there  are  fewer  drops  and 
changes. 


3.  Better  examination  peri- 
ods. Because  of  the  lengthened 
term,  examinations  can  be 
scheduled  over  an  entire  week 
rather  than  being  jammed  into 
three  days  as  is  necessary  un- 
der the  quarter  plan. 


4.  Elimination  'of  considerable 
lost  time  now  devoted  to  “start- 
ing and  stopping.”  The  big  job 
of  registration  in  a university  re- 
quires several  days;  also  the  test- 
ing, grading  papers,  and  record- 
ing final  grades  takes  several 
days.  Obviously  this  labor  is  re- 
duced to  twice  a year  in  the 
semester  system,  while  under  the 
quarter  plan  it  eats  up  a great 
deal  of  the  already  limited  time 
for  instruction. 


6.  Under  a quarter  system 
many  beginning  students  hard- 
ly get  adjusted  by  the  time 
the  quarter  ends  with  the  re- 
sult there  is  a heavy  drop-out 
at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter. 
It  is  thought  that  by  the  end 
of  a full  semester  more  of 
these  beginning  students  will 
have  made  a proper  academic 
adjustment  and  will  remain  in 
school. 


The  fact  that  the  semester 
system  is  standard  in  the  great 
majority  of  American  univer- 
sities also  presents  other  ad- 
vantages. For  example,  BYU 
faculty  members  are  allowed 
sabbatical  leaves  for  study 
elsewhere,  and  since  the  BYU 
terms  will  coincide  with  most 
other  universities,  there  will 
be  no  loss  of  time.
